CLOSING  DAE  FOR  NjiTC'iTNG  FUND  REQUESTS 

1.  Thu  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration  has  set  May  1,  1953, 
as  the  closing  data  for  all  matching  fund  requests  for  the  federal  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1953. 


2.  In  order  to  complete  processing  and  transmittal  of  requests 
to  the  federal  authorities  prior  to  the  May  1 closing  date,  rail  Pennsylvania 
matching  fund  requests  must  be  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  State  Council  of 
Civi.l  Defense  at  Harrisburg  prior  to  Thursday,  April  16,  1953. 


3.  Project  Proposal  Letters  submitted  in  accordance  with  Paragraph 
11  of  Information  Circular  Mo.  37,  dated  January  5,  1953,  do  not  constitute 
formal  matching  fund  requests.  To  receive  consideration,  all  requests  must 
be  submitted  on  official  forms  (FCDA  Form  233,  including  Parts  I,  II  and  III) 
filed  in  this  office  prior  to  npril  16,  1953. 

h*  There  already  are  on  file  in  this  office  matching  fund  requests 
for  firefighting  equipment  which  total  more  than  twice  the  sum  allocated  to 
the  State  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  administration  for  such  purposes. 

This  means  that:  (a)  Unless  added  firefighting  funds  are  made  available  by 

the  Federal  Government,  which  appears  unlikely,  there  will  have  to  be  some 
fair,  pro  rata  adjustment  of  the  firefighting  requests  now  on  handj  and  (b) 
there  is  little  or  no  likelihood  of  approval  of  added  firefighting  equip- 
ment requests  received  between  now  and  the  middle  of  April. 


5.  There  still  remain,  as  of  this  date,  limited  funds  for  use  in 
connection  with  projects  of  the  following  types:  (a)  Communications,  (b)’" 

health  and  special  weapons  defense,  (c)  public  civil  defense  education  and 
information,  (d)  rescue,  (e)  training  and  education,  and  (f)  warning  device 
systems.  (See  "Federal  Contributions"  - Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration 
Manual  M2 5-1  for  details.)  Additional  requests  for  funds  for  use  in  such 
projects  will  be  submitted  to  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  re  reived  between  vow  and  the  middle  of  April. 
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
